We recommend fall delivery of fruit trees whenever 
possible. The trees are then entirely dormant, while in 
the spring the dormant pericd is over, and the trees must 
be handled carafully and kept well protected. We do not 
recommend fall planting in regions where the winter is 
severe, but advise “healing in” the trees, and thus hav- 
ing them on hand for as <arly planting as may be de- 
sired. In healing in trees in the fall, dig a trench about 
one and cne-half feet deep in loose, moist earth, throw- 
ing out earth on one side of the trench, then place roots 
well spread apart in the trench and lay tops of treés on 
an incline against the loose earth that has been removed 
from the trench. Cover roots and at least three-fourths 
of the tops with earth, packing it firmly about both. 
Mound up earth so that water from rain or melted snow 
will drain away. Jf the trees are handled in this man- 
ner they will come out in the spring in excellent condi- 
tion.

Too many farm yards in the grain-growing and stock- 
ra_sing districts of the Northwest are without windbreaks. 


In the states east of the Rocky Mountains a tree wind- 
break has long been recognized as a necessary protection 
ard but few farms are without them. They not only fur- 
nish protection and shelter from severe winds, but give 
shade to the family, live stock and poultry during the 
hot summer weather. 


Many farmers have the mistaken idea that windbreak 
trees cannot be grown in the drier regions, but it is a 
yrovon fact that certain varieties can be grown where- 
ever farming can be carried on. A little care in plant- 
ing, followed by frequent cultivation during the first 
season is all that is required. Where rainfall is very 
light, Black Locust, Russian Mulberry and Box Elder 
do wll. Wh2re moisture is more plentiful, in addition 
to the above mentioned varieties, plant Carolina Poplar, 
Lombardy Poplar and Silver Maple. All of the above 
varicties ar2 rapid growers and hardy.
